The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the’ Hast and West Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such as “ia specially prepared), is 
attended with much inconvenience, and 
frequently with ‘serious injury, not only to 
the letters so segled but to tho other letters 
in the mail, from the,melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other.
